Count Zeppelin Dies; 


Lived to See Success 


Of His Life's Work

London, March 3.—Count Zeppelin 
is dead, according to a dispatch irom 
Berlin received by Router's Telegra u 
company via Amsterdam. 
The dis- 
patch states the count died at Chariot- 
tenbuvg near Berlin, from Inflamma- 
tion "Of the lungs. 
. 
Count Von Zeppelin was 
suffering 
from dysentery for some time prior to 
his death, as a 
complication of the 
malady necessitated an Intestinal op- 
eration according to Berlin dispatch 
to Reuters by way 
of 
Amsterdam. 
The operation was successful and His 
recovery was hoped for, but lumps 
developed and later inflammation of 
the lungs. It was difficult for him to 
receive nourishment and his power of 
resistance was considerably weaken- 
ed. The critical point in his illness 
was reached a few days ago and he 
died at noon Thursday. 


.Half Century of Work. 
Count (Ferdinand Zeppelin became 
famou* at the age of seventy as the 
builder of the world's first practical 
dirigible balloon. On his seventy-fifth 
birthday he navigated his twentietn 
airship to celebrate the occasion. Hut 
before he had achieved fame he had 
devoted a half century of his life,_ ex- 
hausted his personal fortune of $,.>u.- 
000 and sacrificed a brilliant career as 
a German cavalry leader, in conquer- 
'nf:mueror' William recently proclaim- 
ed Count Zeppelin to be "the greatest 
German of the twentieth century. As 
a token of appreciation he conferred 
upon him the exalted Ord-er of

The skeptic might argue that a teat 
on one cow doesn't prove anything 
and he would be quite right, but in 
this case it has been proven repeatedly 
that our family cow is typical of cows 
everywhere. 
More than that, this experience .~ 
typical of whole counties. 
The farm 
management contest has proven be- 
yond question that 
the 
counties of 
Wisconsin where the greatest amount 
of alfalfa is raised are the counties 
where the farmers are getting the 
largest average incomes. 


Surely no county in the. state has 
better soil than Rock county, and its 
beautiful prairie offers no obstruction 
to farming; but 
Green 
county, its 
neait neighboi1 on the west, made on 
the average a thousand dollars more 
per farm than did Rock county. Green 
county is a dairy county and it raises 
alfalfa. 
Possibly its soil may be less 
acid and better adapted to the crop. 
Be that as it may, a thousand dollars 
is a wide difference and the Rock 
county farmer can well afford to put 
more money into alfalfa than he is at 
present doing, to lessen this differ- 
ence.

The first essential then is o surnly 
suitable conditions, and the one con- 
dition that most farmers- fail to pro- 
vide is that of sweet soil. They im- 
agine because their soil grows big 
crop of corn or wheat or timothy, it 
is not acid. These crops are, however, 
no test, as they do not require sweet 
soil in order to make good growth. 
Alfalfa must have sweet soil. Any 
farmer who kishes to grow this crop 
should test his soil for acidity before 
putting in his seed. 
Another point where many fail is in 
the innoculation of the soil, because 
this is something not required.by any 
of the crop commonly grown. If sweet 
clover or alfalfa are already growing 
abundantly in the vicinity, it isi prob- 
ably not necessary to do this, because 
the soil is already innoculated. 
If one is uncertain about thui point 
it is better to innoculate than to run 
the risk of failure. 
The winter killing of the winter of 
1915 and 1916 lias taught growers an- 
other lesson with reference to alfalfa, 
and that is that 
some 
strains are 
more hardy than others. The Grimm, 
t.he 
Baltic and Cassock (or Siberian) 
have proven hardier in Wisconsin. 
The following from the report of the 
Wisconsin Experiment -Station is to 
the point here: 
. 
"Nine plots of different strains of 
northern grown seed showed 55 per 
cent-of winter killing and. 3,840 pounds 
cured hay in two cuttings. Two plots 
of southern grown seed showed 52 per 
cent winter killing and 4.470 pounds 
of hay per acre. 
One imported va- 
riety (Turkestan) showed 31 per cent 
winter -killing and 
5,540 pounds of 
hay per acre, while four plots of the 
variegated strains (German and Bal- 
tic varieties) gave 27 per cent winter 
killing with 6,045 pounds of hay per 
acre " The so-called "hardy" alfalfas., 
the seed of which was derived from 
twenty-five to thirty-five year old fields 
in Montana and Dakota, did not show 
any more resistance 
toward 
winter 


killing or superiority in yields to com- 
mon strains from those states. 
The seed of these variegated varie- 
ties is more expensive than that of 
the common variety 
and 
no doubt 
much has been sold in the past for 
Grimm that is not Grimm. So great 
care should be used in buying high 
priced seed to deal only with dealers 
who are known to be honest.

—and this interpretation of equal rights to all 
was the thought and purpose in the minds of our 
country's founders when they wrote the phrase 
into the Constitution of the United States. 


' 
The law holds each man's property as sacredly 


his town. To help yourself to that which belongs 
to another, without his consent, is stealing. For 
a Government or State to do this without com- 
pensation is confiscation. 
To do this is as illegal 


under the Constitution as stealing is under the 
common law. 


Both cases offer examples of equality. 


The Government may declare its need of 


your property in the courts—you can demand that 
a jury of your peers fix the amount of compensation, 
should that voluntarily offered you be unsatisfac- 
tory. If it were otherwise, the act of the Govern- 
ment or State would be an act of confiscation— 
which is strictly forbidden under the Constitution 
which grants equality to all. 


The principle and the right of compensation 


is universally upheld everywhere, with one ex- 
ception. 


7s it fair and just that this right 


should be extended to other individuals 
and corporations—and denied 
to 


one industry? 


The one industry which has not the right to 


even ask for compensation in case of injury by an 
act of legislature is the Brewing Industry and its 
allied interests. 


The Compensation Bill now before the Wis- 


consin State Legislature is designed to remedy 
this discrepancy. The proposed bill does nothing 
more than extend justice and equality to all.

In the belief of the Italian commis- 
sioner of emigration-there 
will bo, 
more, than enough work to be done in 
Europe, and at good wages when the 
-war fa over, and the governments are 
expected to do all' possible to discour- 
age emigration. 
However, inquiries 
alrendv Toeing made at the American 
consulates indicate tlftit a large num- 
ber of soldiers are considering the pos- 
sibility of going to America when re- 
leased from service. Reports that the 
United States has become immensely 
wealthy because of the war sales are 
prevalent here, and relatives of many 
ItaliE'ns have written home from Amer- 
ica telling of opportunities that are 
mor.=! certain there and urging them 
to cojoo when the war is over without 
waiting to discover wheth-er Europe, 
is or is not going to recover from, the 
setback given by the war. 
One of the 
commonest remarks which Americans 
in Italy hear from store clerks, from 
soldisrs, or from barbers, is that they 
think of going to America when the 
war :'s over. 
An Interesting phase of immigra- 
tion possibilities is the belief expressed 
in some quarters that many ot th-e 
hitherto well-to-do Italians of the edu- 
cated classes who have suffered by the 
war may go to America to recoup 
their fortunes. 
While Italy furnished the 
largest 
number of emigrants to the United 
States before the'' war of any sinsle 
nation, for Uie fiscal year ending June 
30 1914, the number being 283,738, as 
compared to 278,152 
from 
Austria- 
Hungary, the Italian government fa- 
vors rather than objects to the new 
literacy test. 
When the news of the passing of the 
new law over President Wilson's veto 
was printed in Italy,- the newspapers 
at onr;e editorially stated that the law 
wou'.d help rather than injure Italy. 
These- newspapers have two reasons 
for this position. One reason was that 
the Ivnv would force Italians to edu- 
ate themselves The second was 1hat 
Italy hoped in the future to export 
manufactured products of laibor rather 
than labor itself, ar.d thereby increase 
he wealth ol the nation.

Author's Prefatory Note—In choos-
